Slight Improvement in Royal 
Patient Noted in 
Bulletin. 


London, January 1.—(#)—A - note 
of hopefulness sounded by Queen Mary 
in a New Year’s message which she 
sent to the lord mayor ef London to- 
day received confirmation tonight 
when a medical bulletin announced “a 
slight improvement in the general con- 
dition” of King George. ‘The bulletin 
also said that the king had passed a 
restful day. 

The improvement in the general con- 
dition of the royal patient is what 
the doctors, nurses, royal family and 
nation have been anxiously awaiting 
in the many recent days of suspense. 
The continued and marked weakness 
of the king had seemingly defied the 
best efforts of medical attendants. 

Several days ago it became known 
that the local condition of the disease 
had been virtually conquered, Efforts 
to build up the general strength of the 
sick man were therefore watched 
closely. 

Tonight’s bulletin also revealed the 
new line of treatment which had been 
previously‘referred to by the doctors 
but kept secret so far as its nature 
was concerned. The bulletin also add- 
ed a new name to the already long 
list of physicians who have been call- 
ed into the case. The newcomer is 
Professor E. C. Dodds. professor of 
bio-chemistry in the University of 
London. He seemingly is responsible 
for the carrying out of the new treat- 
ment which resulted from chemical 
examination of the blood and consists 
in the administration of calcium. 

Besides Professor Dodds the bulle- 
tin was signed by the regular trio of 
Sir Stanley Hewett, Sir Hugh Rigby 
and Lord Dawson of Penn. In its com- 
plete form the announcement said :.

EMPLOYMENT UNIT 
HEAD SEES GOOD 


YEAR FOR BUSINESS 


Washington, January 1.—(?)—A 
prediction that 1929 would be a good 
year for business and industry has 
been made by Francis 1. Jones, di- 
rector general of the United States 
employment service, who said that the 
outlook for workers during the new 
year was generally better than ¢@ was 
a year ago. 

“The business world enters into the 
new year with greater confidence and 
on a better employment basis than it 
did in 1928,” he declared. “Our pre- 
diction that several lines of industry 
would mark new high levels in 1928 
is now a matter of history, After a 
careful survey of business and indus- 
trial conditions, and improvements 
and developments now in the offing. 
we predict that 1929 will be a_ good 
year. 

“In view of the sound business con- 
ditions, and the excellent prospects 
for the year. it appears that labor on 
the whole will be well employed, but 
there will be some unemployment, par- 
ticularly amongst the white -collar 
class and manual and unskilled work- 


some distance to go to achieve that 
record. Although the United States 
is by far the largest user of radio in 
practically all its phases, the best esti- 
mates that can be adduceil from data 
available place the annual turnover of 
the whole American industry at 
around $750,000,000. 

American radio derives the bulk of 
its income from the production and 
sale of radio sets, tubes and equip- 
ment. The retail turnover of the year 
just ended was somewhat in excess of 
$512.000,000, according to the radio 
division of the National Electrical 
Manufacturers’ association. 

This represents virtually all the 
production and distribution of home 
radio equipment, and out of this fig- 
ure a posal! of something over 300,- 
000 personss met. 
| The estimate is based on an analy- 
sis by the “nema” of radio retail stat- 
istics, compiled quarterly by the de- 
partment of commerce. he figure of 
300,000 persons in the factory and 
sales end of radio is an éstimate de- 
rived from a department of commerce 
statement that about 350,000 persons 
are employed in all branches of radio 
in this country. 

Broadeasting represents the second 
largest capital turnover in the indus- 
try. It is unofficially estimated—for 
there have been no actual surveys— 
that less than 100 of the 600 or more 
broadcasting stations in the United 
States spend up to $100,000 annually 
for upkeep, which includes programs 
rand personnel. Double the probable 
aggregate, or $100,000,000 is spent by 
the leading stations, and a generous 
allowance is made for the many small- 
er statiens. 

In this broadeasting estimate of 
about $200,000,000 it would be fair 
to inelude the upkeep of the great 
chain systems which probably spend 
around $15,000,000 a year altogether. 
The only actual figures available here 
are these cited by M. H. Aylesworth, 
president of the National Broadcasting 
company, in his recent. broadcast ac- 
count of his 1928 stewardship of the 
largest of the net-work organizations. 
Mr. Aylesworth said the N. B. C, pro- 
grams last year cost $5,000,000 for tal- 
ent and $2,000,000 for telephone

A theism Losing 
Ground in Russia, 
Student Learns

Russia‘’s bolsheviki atheism is being 
overcome and religjous worship in that 


turbulent country is being allowed to 
run unmolested, according to Alex- 
ander FF, Gavrelovehuk, Russian stu- 
dent at Emory university. 

The information regarding’ the 
change of attitude in his native coun- 
try, Siberia, in the far east of Rus 
sia, came to the Emory student in 
the form of the recent official edi- 
tion of the soviet calendar. ‘This cal- 
endar has included the recognition of 
the Christian holidays, such as Christ- 


student said. 

Further proof of this religious tol- 
eration by the soviet government was 
shown in the pre-Christmas editions 
of the Viadivostok daily paper which 
Gavreloychuk receives. Interest and 
news *in these issues were centercd 
around preparations for Christmas 
festivities and gayeties similar’ to 
these of other countries of Europe, 
and not unlike America, the student 
said, 

Gavrelovchuk escaped from. soviet 
Russia in 1922, going into Harbin, 
China, where he acted as missionary 
to the Russian people of Manchuria. 
He left Vladivostok at the time when 
religious persecution was at its height, 
and it was for this reason that he, 
had to leave the country secretly in 
order to continue his mission work. 

The Emory student had a thrilling 
experience in his escape across the 
treacherous mountain passes in the 
heart of winter, and his subsequent 
hardships as a missionary in Man- 
churia. He came to Emory in 1927 
to further’ prepare himself for his 
work, After his graduation in Au- 
gust. 1929, be expects to reiurn to 
Harbin.

IN GOOD CONDITION 


Balance of $3,070,626.54 in 
City Treasury and Banks 
Carried Over. 


Atlanta opened the new year in a 
favorable financial position, it was 
indicated in figures announced at the 
city ¢Comptroller’s office Duesday, A 
balance of $3,070,626.54 in treasury 
and in banks was carried over from 
last year by the city, Comptroller B. 
Graham West reported. 

Another expression of financial 
prusperity with which Atlanta entered 
upon 1929 was seen in distribution 
by local banks of $400,000 in divi- 
dends to their stockholders. 

While a large portion of the cash 
balance carried over on the citys 
credit sheet consists of bond funds to 
be expended in completion of the twin 
viaducts, the new city hall, school 
construction work and sewer and wa- 
terworks extensions, there remained 
no unpaid bills against the city at the 
end of the year when it closed its 
books, Comptroller West stated. 


All Bills Paid Promptly. 


“All bills and obligations were met 
promptly during the year,” the comp- 
troller said. “I think ‘the city is 
entitled to cdnsiderable credit for 
its financial record. during 1928 in 
view of the very small increase in 
property assessments on we levied 
taxes during the year. 

“Appropriations were adjusted to 
the revenue available, and all depart- 
ments kept within their allocations,” 
Mr West reported. “The school de- 
partment. which usually runs into fi- 
nancial difficulties. at the end of the 
year showed a balance of $25,643.17 
of the funds allotted from the current 
revenue.” 

The income of the city government 
for 1928 was $15,293.138.51, while 
disbursements totaled $16, 113,547.79. 
The large balance carried over at the 
year end was made up by the bond 
funds on hand. The balance on hand 
at the beginning of 1928 was $4,174,- 
115.94, being in excess of the present 
sum on hand, the comptroller's fig- 
ures showed. 

Assets of Government. 

Assets of the municipal government 
were reported at $4,056,262.15. This 
figure includes, besides the balance in 
banks and treasury, the general tax 
fi fas amounting to $914,635.61, street 
assessment items of $40,000, street 
pavement items of $16,000 and repair 
and replacement items of $15,000, 
these items being in the form of bills 
to be collected by the city. 

The bond funds still on hand to- 
taled $273.507.19 from the 1921 is- 
sue, and $8,874,144.13 from the 1926 
issue, 

Stockholders of various Atlanta 
banks will get a good start for the 
new year as the result of the distribu- 
tion of dividends amounting to more 
than $400,000. 

Checks Mailed Out. 

Checks for half this amount have 
been mailed to the stockholders of 
the Atlanta and Lowry National bank, 
representing a quarterly dividend of 5 
per cent or an increase of one per cent 
over past. years. The next largest 
melon slice has been distributed by 
the Fourth National, which has sent 
out semi-annual dividend checks of 
10 per cent and an extra dividend of 

2 per cent totaling $144,000, the semi- 
annual dividend rate having been in- 
creased from 8 to 10 per cent at a 
recent directors’ meeting. 

Stockholders of -the .Citizens & 
Southern National bank will be richer 
by $120,000 as a result of a regular 
& per cent quarterly dividend and the 
Citizens and Southern company, an 
affiliated compapy, is paying a simi- 
lar dividend on 
$400,000.

$100,000 Bonds Issued 
Several Years Ago, But 
County Has No Paving 


Editor Constitution: We have read 
a great deal concerning “pay-as-you- 
go,” but it now appears that the 
state highway department has reached 
the point where it can neither. pay 
nor go. 

I am not familiar with conditions 
in other parts of the state, but Il 
do know that Barrow county issued 
read bonds a number of years ago 


in the sum of $100,000, and_ there | 


is not a foot of paved read im this 
county. 

The original act creating the state 
highway board calls for “a system of 
state-aid roads in this state for the 
purpose of inter-connecting the sey- 
eral county seats of this state which 
shall be designated, construed, im- 
proved and maintained by the state 
under the state highway department,” 
The act of 1919 further provides: 


‘It shall be the duty of the state hich- 
way board to instifute and carry out offi- 
cient gnd equitable plans for maintenance, 
for improvement, and .fer the construction 
of durable paving on the designated state- 
aid roads, whereby the entire system shall. 
as rapidly as possible with the funds made 
available, be prepared for and receive such 
type of pavement, known to be durable 
under heavy traffic, as the state highway 
department shall specify.’’ 

It has been more than nine years 
since this act became the Georgia law. 
However, a small strip of the most 
important highway connecting county 
seat with county seat in the state of 
Georgia remains unpaved in Barrow 
county. 1 refer to the Bankhead high- 
way. 

Barrow county adjoins Jackson, the 
home county of Chairman Holder and 
Governor Hlardman, and yet there is 
no paved road from Winder to Jeffer- 
son. Barrow adjoins Walton, and yet 
there is no paved road from Winder 
to Monroe. Barrow adjoins Hall, and 
yet there is. no paved road from Win- 
der to Gainesville. Barrow adjoins 
Oconee, and yet there is no paved 
road from Winder to Watkinsville. 
Barrow adjoins Gwinnett, and yet 
there is no paved road from Winder 
to Lawrenceville. 

Our home-loving taxpayers justly 
marvel at the reckless scattering of 
millions of dollars throughout the 
state by the highway department with 
nothing falling on Barrow county soil. 
Evidently the highway sifter that has 
been shaken over the state has some 
of its holes plugged. 

It was not the intent and purpose 
of the original act creating the high- 
way department that state-aid roads 
should be a patchwork system. Mil- 
lions of dollars would have been saved 
had the highway department completed 
roads from county seat to county seat 
when once begun, instead of jumping 
here and there te pacify political ad- 
herents. Thus unavoidable overhead 
costs of contractors have been taken 
care of by the state, by reason of 
increased estimates incorporated in 
their bids, 

This is not intended as a criticism 

questioning the integrity of the chair- 
man or any member of the highway 
department, but the record appears 
to indicate that selfish political friends 
have log-rolled the department to the 
detriment of efficiency. ‘The removal] 
of the present. chairman would not 
cure the evil. As a general rule all 
political groups look through 
glasses, and a great deal depends on 
one's viewpoint of vantage. 
\ I hold no brief for contractors and 
sellers of road material, neither do 
[ become alarmed when men sur- 
rounded by all modern conveniences 
shed crocodile tears because farmers 
are about to be denied the privilege 
ot going to church and their children 
to school. With the flu raging in 
rural districts and doctors, ambulances 
and hearses bumping over ruts. gullies 
and mudholes it is imperative that the 
present generation living in rural 
Georgia be given some relief as to 
their main reads. 

If an issue of bonds is the only 
remedy, then give us the remedy. that 
we may keep going and “pay-as-we-

I told here some time ago about the 
use of insulin for the purpose of help- 
ing some of these skinny folk to lay 
on a few pounds of comfortable flesh. 
Sometimes, I candidly admit, I put 
‘em over a bit too fast. Even now 
I am unable to tell you where you 
will find a doctor who gives insulin 
for this purpose. Conservatism 1s 
rampant among regular physicians, 
if one of them may be permitted to 
Hibernicise. Many readers complain 
that they can’t find a doctor who 
gives insulin in diabetes. Theres a 
fair test of a good doctor; if he 
“doesn't believe in” insulin treatment 
or puts off the diabetic patient with 
a hint that insulin treatment is “dan- 
serous.” continue the search, for you 
haven't found a good doctor yet. 

Drs. K. E. Appel, C. B. Farr and 
HU. K. Marshall. report that the use 
of insulin has brought about definite 
improvement in 20 per cent of their 
eases. all of which were in mentally 
deranged patients. If it helps to add 
weight and, of course, strength, to 
the emaciated body of the insane pa- 
tient, it ought to be a sure fire way 
to fatten up a sane one—and that's 
one thing we must say of these holy 
frights, their gray matter is usually 
in excellent order.

The report paints a highly compli- 
mentary picture of. Germany’s entire 
economic life. The agent general tes- 
tifles to Germany’s punctilious pay- 
ments of all sums due on the repara- 
tioms account and vividly describes 
(jermany as placing the product. of 
her science, skill and labor at the 
disposal of creditor nations in an ef- 
furt to pay for the war. 

Mr. Gilbert repeats earlier charges 
of over spending and over borrowing 
by the German states and individual 
communities. In his report he ex- 
pressed the further opinion that ‘“‘the 
most encouraging feature of the whole 
four years from the standpoint of 
public finances is the great produc- 
tivity of revenues notwithstanding im- 
portant reductions in taxation.” 
With<reference to payments for the 
current annuity year the report fore- 
casts that “no question 
arise, in the light of practical ex- 
perience thus far, as to the ability of 
the reich to provide the full amount 
of its standard contribution to the 
plan.” 

The introductory covering letter 
contains many pithy observations on 
Germany's economic health. One 
paragraph points out that the Ger-

Coast Writer, However, Is 
Loud in Praise of T ech ; 
Mizell, Stumpy Lauded.

Rose Bow!, Pasadena, Calif., Janu- 
ary 1.—(Special.)—Georgia Tech rose 
up in the west before 70,000 persons 
to capture cine continental football 
championship. for the south by the 
margin of one point. The Golden Tor- 
nado beat California, standard bearer 
of the west, by a score of 8-7 in a 
thrilling, hard-fought game that was 


decided by one of the queerest plays 
in all football history. 

It was a safety in the second quar- 
ter that settled the issue—a play that 
saw Captain-elect Roy Riegels, of Cal- 
ifornia, develop “a temporary brain- 
storm and reel off a 66-yard run to 
his own goal line. 

It was a regular Harold Lloyd play 
of the films—crazier than- any the 
popular funster ever thought of, and 
is probably unrivaled in the annals of 
the gridiron sport. — 

Riegels Turns Around. 

After scooping up Thomason’s fum- 
ble on Tech’s~40-yard line, Riegels 
came out of a mass of players as if 
intending to circle the mass. 

Suddenly he turned tail and lit out 
for the California goal, Sixty-six yards 
he cleated his way down the field, 
with Benny Lom, California's star 
halfback, in close pursuit. A foot 
from the last stripe Lom managed to 
overtake “Riegels and convince him he 
was running the wrong way. But it 
was too late. A wave of Tech players 
hit the pair and they were thrown into 
the end zone. 

However, the referee ruled the prog- 
ress of the ball had been stopped on 
the one-foot mark. Lom went back to 
punt, but Maree broke through to 
block the kick. The ball bounded into 
the end zone, and Tech scored two 
points when Barr recovered it for Cal- 
ifornia. 

Ridiculous Ending. 

And that is the ridiculous way in 
which this struggle—the fourteenth 
annual Tournament of Roses classic— 
was decided this afternoon. 

But for this cragy, unheard-of play, 
California probably would have walk- 
ed from the field with a 7-6 victory. 

Both teams seored one touchdown 
by dint of marvelous football—Tech 
on twd flashy end runs by Mizell and 
Thomason from the Bear's 45-yard 
line, and Californiamon an 80-yard 
march that wound up with Phillips 
taking a pass from Lom in a far cor- 
ner of the field: 

There was no one near Phillips 
when he clutched the ball on a play 
that started from Tech's 10-yard 
line, and he cradled it to his arms 
like a mother nestles her baby. 

That touchdown, coming in the fi- 
nal minute of play, was mighty sweet 
to California. The Bears, making the 
downs and making the yards in sur- 
passing numbers to Tech, had missed 
three other opportunities to score, 

Kisan Gets Clear. 

Once Eisan was in the clear on a 
regular Brick Muller heave from Cap- 
tain Phillips, but slipped and fell 
only five yards from the geal line. 
Again Barr was standing on the 
Georgia Tech goal line, but a rifle 
shot from Benny Lom went right 
through his. arms. 
quarter after Lom had slipped around 
a Tech end for a 36-yard run from 
fake punt formation, the Bears 
missed fire by delaying their forward 
passing attack until the fourth down. 

When they did try a pass it was 
obvious—a fake place kick on which 
Barr was smeared for a 12-yard loss.

Joey Sangor Defeats

jury without bonds on the murder 
charge late yesterday at the conclu- 
sion of a preliminary hearing before 
Justice of the Peace Donald Smyth. 

The question the grand jury will 
consider is whether Heldman was mor- 
ally responsible for the suicide of his 
wife who shot herself December 135 
as Heldmau was bringing her here 
from Lorain to answer for the slay- 
ing of Vernard E. Fearn, whom she 
admitted killing because he made “life 
for me a hell on earth.” The prose- 
cution will attempt to show that Held- 
man’s suggestion to his wife that she 
would “get the electric chair” for her 
act, prompted the young woman to 
take her life.
